18th Aug. 
Cap:. ¡^Ull observes«— 
stood to the eastward along the coast, 
in hopes to fall in with one of the 
enemy’s frigates, which was reported 
to be ctuising in that direction, the day 
before I left Boston. 
I parsed near tho 
•coast, as far down as the Bay of Fundy, 
but saw nothing. 
I then run off Hali­ 
fax and Sables, and remained near there 
for three or four days, without seeing 
any thing, wfiich made me’ determ ino 
to change my situation to the eastward 
towards Newfoundland I accoidinglp 
bore up, and run to the eastward under 
all sail, passing near the Isle of Sables, 
and hauling in to take a station ofl' the 
Gulph ofSt. Lawrencc, near ('ape Race, 
to intercept the ships of t ! e enemy 
bound either to or from Qnebt c op 
Halifax,and to be in a situation to rec*p- 
turg such ol our vessels as they m ight 
be sending in.” —“ On the 18th, alter a 
chase of two hours, came up with the 
American privateer Decatur, and was 
informed that they had the day- before 
seen a ship of war standing to the south­ 
ward, and that they could not be far 
from them ; made sail immediately to 
the southward, intending, if possible, to 
fall in with her.”— The third despatch 
is dated A ug 30, and gives the particu. 
lars of the chase and action with the 
G uerriere, in the modest m anner fol­

unite a mates frigate, L cn*:nK.-tcm, 
off Boston Light, Aug. 30, 1812. 
S IR — I have the honor to inform you 
that on the 19th inst- at 2 P. M. being 
in latitude 14, 42, and longitude 55, 48, 
with the Constitution under my com­ 
mand, a sail was dicovered from the 
mast-head bearing E. by S. or E- b. E. 
but at such a distance we could not tell 
what she was. 
All sail was instantly 
made in chace, and soon found we came 
up with her. 
At 3 P. M- could plainly 
see that she was a ship on the star boa id 
tack under easy sail, close 
a wind ; 
at half past 3 P. M. made her out to be 
a frigate ; continued the chase until we 
were within aboct three m iles, when I 
ordered the light sails to be taken in,the 
courses hauled up, and the ship cleared 
for action. 
Ai this tim e the chase had 
backed his rnuin-top-sa l waiting for 
us to come down. 
As soon as ti>c 
Constitution was ready for action, I bore
